storm came ou about ten o'clock on Tues- 
day morning, the 14th, and two liou-s 
after the fore-top-gtiUaiiL gull went i i two 
with a report like thnt of n cunnon. • We 
took in some of the cnnvns then, bat the 
wind kept on Increasing and we furled ttoe 
upper topsails at two o'clock. All Chit 
afternoon the wind blew I harder and hard- 
er, until it had risen to a gale, the like jf 
which I had never experienced. As t ie> 
evening came on the'seas began to run 
very heavy, and the; ship strained add 
labored and plu'nged'as1 though she would 
surely go to pie9es. She stumbled ialoog 
with her por^taffrail mostly underwater, 
the wind howling worse than ever and tin 
waves hjumnerjng us like fury. 


"Still I thought the ship would weather 


through all right, but about this time I 
happened to go Into my room and fdund it 
full of water. I baled it out, wiped it dry 
and had turned to fix the port hoiC and 
grating, when, on looking; arouud, 1 saw 
to my consternation that -the room was 
once more full of water. Then I saiy that 
the straining |of the'ship hud clone some ( 
fearful work,; and after consulting with 
the captain we sounded the pumps 
fount! nineteen indies of water. 
At eight 


o'clock that mght we founded again and 
found tweijfijp'-twainches. Then we decid- 
ed to man the pumps, and started them 
with the shipitosslng badly ami now show- 
ing a steady list to port. 
Every fc'v min- 


utes the-seas would plunge in on the deck, 
sweeping everything movable. The port 
quarter boat was takt'ii Hying out l o t the 
skids and at qvery wave there would be a 
shriek as some man was curried awa/.lrom 
the pumps. The decks tveru now iMiiitmi 
ally under water, the cabin was stove in 
and tilled; and us a last resource we risked 
the bell-pumps and worked them from wie 
forward house. We coUld make no effec^ 
on the body of water thux'had got i ito the 
< 


ship, and was making her ' roll like a log, 
at,id at midnight we decided Ui.it our only 
hope was to keep off and put her before , 
the wind. We tried this, but she would \ 
not answer to her helm,land after luring a 
jib and staysail we gave. ifiTthc job. 
11 We passed that uigUti me Lord knows 


how, 
and when Wednesday morning came, 


and it comes soon after fjur o'cfock in 
those high latitudes, we found tile phjp on 
her beam ends. To eiis-u her up, if possi- 
ble, 
the captain had the main ajid1 luizzeu 


mast cut away, but >as ourj ill luc-U would 
Maye it, this" only marie matters worse. 
The mizzen mast--in falling, stove in the 
after-house, and that,,iis you shall hear, 
was the salvation of those who were tuved. 
The main mast stove in the Ipng boat, 
pounded away at the ship's side, the water 
rushed like a mill-stream .(into the 'hold, 
and it was decided to abandon the wreck. 
The only boa.t left was the [lifeboat^ and as 
it was being lifted from the skids, Captain 
Crawford told me that he could not swim. 
On this, I insisted that he should i^et into 
the boat, and that 1 would trust to the 
ship, lie -demurred at tijis, but _ forced 
him, 
and as we were thus arguing, the - 


ship gave, a greut lurdh and -was led the 
boat away. As it went, the captain and 
five men jumped after it.| There was a 
commotion in the, wreck r.long side, and 
up came the boat i wiUi all six clinging to 
it. They righted her, when another sea 
rolled them all over. As she swept by 
the mizzen gangway, I saw but three 
clinging to her. Then came another break'? 
er, nnd as the boat fie w j a way into the 
darkness, I'caught a. glimpse of the cajp- 
bain and one man clinging to the upturn 3d 
keel. 
\ "As well as I could make out it was new 
about five o'clock in the morning, au'd, 
turning to the ship, I found that eleven of 
us were left and fur a few minutes we all 
clung to the starboard side of the after- 
house. Pretty soon 1 felt the ship trem- 
ble and stagger and so rushed to the star- 
board rail. 
There was another heavy 


rolling plunge—a movement that seemed 
to Have all movement^ in it—and knowing 
that the end was coming-I jumped out and 
swam as far as possible to be out of 'the 
suction. When I rested and looked around 
the Harvey Mills ' was'just going slowly 
down s-tern foremost.' As soon as I SL..W 
that the foundering was complete 1 swciu 
back to the spot and with three other m3h 
got ou a piece of the after-house deisfc 
which had been loosened by the fall of the 
mizzen mast., as I have described it to ytu. 
VVe drifted here and there all that day a id 
in the morningof Thursday haw ;yjfitr.er 
piece of the after-house deck flouting tp 
pur right with five men on it. They tried 
to come up to' us, but owing to the fact 
that a skylight formed a part of bur raft it 
caught the wind and we drifted faster than 
they did. All day long they kept working 
away to get up'fo us, using pieces of sia it- 
ling, and as evening came they managed to 
get alongside. I did riotf like their society 
ut all, for as they came slowly up to us I 
saw that they were sinking, dancing dnd 
having a regular fandango and all appar- 
ently as crazy as: March hares.

shouted that one of their number had bet'u 
lost, -and sure enough they were now only 
four instead of five as : I had seen thai 
morning. One of their propositions was 
thatjve should lastftthe two fragments j of
